That affair at the National Press 
club the other night, when states­ 
men and newspapermen lined up 
on opposite sides of the club audi­ 
torium to outspell each other over 
a nation-wide radio hook-up. left 
the former in a plight highly amus­ 
ing. 
As one of them put it “we are 
hearing from home.” 
More than one now wonders why 
he did not exercise the care that 
many of his colleagues did and re­ 
fuse to participate. As it is they are 
trying to find alibis for not being 
able to spell the word given them 
by 'Prof ” Simeon Fess. And at the 
same time “clear their skirts” in the 
eyes of their constituents. 


Alibi Hunting 
One congressman, who took his 
seat after 
spelling 
‘‘liquefaction” 
with an "i,” attempted to get him­ 
self out of the “ridiculous situa­ 
tion" by taking 
his 
case to 
the 
floor of the house. 
Amid 
laughter 
from 
his 
col­ 
leagues he said that he had tried 
in vain to find an alibi for mis­ 
spelling the word. 
He, too, 
had

cuse he could give was that he rep­ 
resented a dry district in congress 
and since “liquefaction” is a pre- 
Volstead word, it is no longer of 
any important general use to him.
